HENRY ST. CLAIR.

Henry St. Clair!—How at the men- 


tion of that name, a thousand dreams of 
friendship and youth—and of the early 
and beautiful associations which linger 
like invisible spirits around us, to be 
called into view only by the magical in- 
fluence of memory, are awakened I—• 
How does the glance of retrospection 
go back to the dim images of the 
past—from the childish merriment to 
the manly rivalship—from the banquet 
hall and the pleasant festival, down to 
the silent and unbroken soliiude of the 
tomb. 


We were as brothers in childhood— 


St. Clair and myself,—brothers loo in 
the dawning of manhood ; and a more 
ingenuous and high-minded friend I 
never knew. 
Yet he w-:!s strangely 


proud—not of the world's gifts—wealth, 
family and learning—but of his intel- 
lectual power—of the great gift of mind 
which he possessed—the ardent and 
lofty spirit which shone out in his ev 
cry action 
And he might well be

finer mind.

Henry St. Clair was never at heart a

Andrew Patterson was among the 


first of the New England emigrants to 
the southern purl of the county of Hk-r- 
kimer. 
At the commencement of the 


Revolution he enlisted as a private, and 
by continued good conduct he was pro- 
moted, a l i t t l e before the close of the 
Revolution, to the rank ol'an Orderly 
Sergeant. 
During the whole of that 


memorable contest he bad been an ac- 
tive and hardy soldier. 
At one time he 


received a letter from Gen. Washing- 
ton directing him to take charge of a 
small scouting party. 
This document 


he preserved as a most precious jewel 
u n t i l the close, of bis life. Its contents, 
and the frequent exhibitions of it, as he 
related the stories of the limes "that 
tried meirs souls," constituted the 
source and fund of all his happiness — 
And when he told the trials and "hair 
breadth 'scapes" to which he had "of- 
ten and again" been subjected, ihe re- 
citul of which would bring ihe "big tear 
drop1' in the eye, he would show yon 
"the letter," the warrant of his bravery 
and his integrity. 
He was industrious 


and of good habits; but by pursuing 
the business of a shoemaker in ihe ear- 
ly settlement of the place, he could ob- 
tain l i t t l e if any more than the scanty 
necessaries of life. 
In the 68th year of 


his age he was smitten with an apo- 
plectic fit. This crippled and disabled 
him the remainder of his life. 
In this 


situation, no alternative was left him 
for subsistence but to apply to the town 
for support. 
The bare idea rent his 


very soul, and he suffered long before 
he resorted to this mortifying alterna- 
tive. 
The services lie had rendered ; 


the battles he had fought ; ihe expo- 
sures of his life for the cause of his 
country and independence, were often 
taken in review by h i m ; and when he 
mused upon ihe.se circumstances, you 
would see his manly heart rise with 
convulsive throes in his bosom. Soon 
after his application for public support, 
the annual town meeting took place.— 
It had been the practice for one or two 
years, to put up ihe public poor, (or 
paupers as they were called) at vetidue 
at the annual town meeting, and sold 
to the lowest bidder. 
Patterson was 


present. 
After the ordinary business 


of the meeting was over, the officers 
proceeded to the sale of the paupers.— 
The name of Patterson was at lasi cri- 
ed by the auctioneer. 
No sooner did 


Patterson hear his own person offered 
for sale, than with a convulsive sob he 
exclaimed, "can it be possible that my 
country who has hud all the services of 
my youth Sc manhood,will in my old age 
sell me as a beggar.5' 
With ihe aid of 


his crutch and his cane he hobbled a lit- 
tle one side uf ihe crowd—but before 
sale was made, his bosom gave another 
heave, accompanied by an agonizing 
groan, his heart burst, his .sou! look 
^'ing, and his body fella lifeless corpse, 
before the assembly who were specula- 
ling upon his misery,

ibr upwards of fifty years. 


Up to the year idil, Mr. Girard was ex- 


clusively en£;-a£-ed in commerce, which he 
pursued with unwearied and "successful in- 
dustry. 
13;it when the Congress of that year 


committed an act ol'almost political suicide, 
by destroying the charter of the Old Bunk of 
the United States, or, what amounted to the 
same thing, refused to renew it, Mr. Girard 
purchased the building which belonged to the 
institution, and conii'ienced tho business of a 
banker. The liberality and good faith with 
which lie conducted the banking establish- 
ment, and the immense benefit he thereby 
afforded to commorce, are well known to this 
community.

ten fold this amount, to minister to their 
beastly propensity. 
Let him lake into con- 


sideration. in connection with this, the loss of 
character, the waste of time, and the ruin of 
health; the loss of public confidence, and the 
consequent decline of business ; the habits of 
neglect and inattention to business, which in- 
temperance engenders; and the numberless 
mistakes, omissions, and impositions to which 
it exposes him: and the drunkard will be at 
no loss lo account for the unpromising aspect 
of his affairs. 


Intemperance impairs, and, if persisted in, 


eventually destroys the intellect. Beneath 
its influence, the fire of Genius loses more 
and more of its warmth and brilliancy, and 
dies slowly, but surely away, until it is final- 
ly e.Ytinrniisljod. 
Who has not seen how at 


the withering touch of this destroying de- 
mon, 
the firmest, most compact, and well or- 


dered intellects have fallen to pieces, and 
been resolved into the disjointed and shape- 
less atoms that float in the brain of the mani- 
ac'? True, it is alleged by some, that wine, 
by quickening the flow of the animal spirits, 
brightens the ideas, and evolves them in 
more rapid and brilliant succession. 
Alas! 


These transient flashes, like the lightning's 
fitful gleams, tend only to render more palpa- 
bly manifest, the dark, dark niirbt of vairue 
stupidity that precedes and follows them; 
this false momenta iy gleam, serves but to1 
light the dark and downward path that leads 
to the destruction of all the mind's noblest 
energies! And who, thai has listened to the 
ribald jests,obscene witticisms, and licentious 
orgies of a Bacchanalian revel, would consider 
them an adequate compensation for the degra- 
dation of intellect and the profanation of de- 
cency which they involve.' 
Their very ex- 


hibition proves that the mind has already lost 
one of its strongest stays — the power of regu- 
lating and controlling its own impulses in sub- 
servience to the dictates of sound sense and 
practical morality. 


JVor is the voice of experience silent on 


this part of our subject. 
It has been stated, 


on unquestionable authority, that between 
one-fourth and one-third of the insane per- 
sons admitted into the Pennsylvania Hospital. 
became so through too free a use of ardent. 
spirits. Newton, whose bold and grasping 
genius led him to investigate and teach to a 
wondering world, the laws which govern the 
wheeling planets and circling spheres, and 
for whose mathematical and well ordered 
mind no subject was either too vast or too 
minute — Locke, whose daring and adventu- 
rous intellect first sounded the depths of mind 
and explored the thitherto unknown regions 
of the understanding, with no other guide or 
compass than the acutencss and discrimina- 
tion of his own conceptions, sensations, and 
perceptions — Sir \VilliinnJoncs, whose mind 
was a capacious reservoir of even" thinar cu- 
rious in modern learning and ancient lore — 
and our own illustrious countryman, Frank- 
lin, at once the profound statesman, enlirrht- 
encd philosopher and skillful mechanician — 
were all remarkable for a temperate and e- 
ven abstemious course of life. Docs any one 
believe that additional excellence would have 
been imparted to IVewton's "Principiu," or 
Locke's admirable '•7it««?/ on the Under- 
standing.'" bad these distinguished individ- 
uals worshipped at the shrine of the MulncJi 
of [ntemperance .' 
No: by keeping the brain 


clear and unclouded by the fumes of inebrie- 
ty, they imparted alike clearness and perspi- 
cuity to their ideas. There is none of that 
flight}- brilliancy about them, which we some 
times mark in the waning intellect of the vo- 
tary of dissipation, even as a taper will some- 
times emit a flush of more than usual bright- 
ness when just on the point of expirinir : but 
in their longest and most elaborate inductions. 
there is a coherency of parks and consistency 
of design — a just adaptation of moans to ends 
— vcrv different from the wild, mutable, and 
momentary int-pi nil ions of the bottle.

the periodical influence of the hottlo, in like 
manner as the Moon is supposed tn influence 
the tides, is hut a poor acquisition to society, 
andmijrht very well be dispensed with. .Be- 
sides, he is pursuing- Ihe very course which 
will eventually shatter and ruin his nerves 
instead of strengthening them. There is no 
man so nervous as the drunkard. 


Some are led to Intemperance, by the influ- 


ence of a .sociy I, convivial, &. withal y thought- 
less disposition. Such are the very materials 
out of which the Devil loves to manufacture 
drunkards. 
Such persons set out with the 


axiom, which has cuuyerl the ruin of many, 
that there is no harm in occasionally taking a 
social glass with a friend, provided one stops 
in time, and does not take too much. They 
enter on the scene of debauch with a fixed de- 
termination (as they fancy) tolimit themselves 
to a certain quantity and to slop when they 
have arrived at a curtain point. That point 
is attained: hut seduced by the contagion of 
example, (for drunkenness is a contagions as 
well as a social vice) and excited by the li- 
quor they have already quailed, they go on 
drinking potations deep and strong-, until they 
are us drunk as any of their beastly associ- 
ates. With the ensuing morning come nau- 
sea, vertigo, and head-ache, qualms of the 
conscience and of the stomach ; a nd wit h them 
come, too, sundry good resolutions of future 
abstinence. 
By the next evening, these 


qualnisarcgone; and with them, are fled, too, 
their praise-worthy resolutions. They resolve 
—fearless souls! to brave the peril once more; 
determining full surely to profit by the expe- 
rience they have purchased, 'and refrain in 
season, this time. 
It is. I presume, needless 


0 say. that this resolution, like the preceding, 
5 made only to he broken. 
And thus they so

Tessirtn shall be the last, and still tran&grcs- 
in» ; and, with eacii repetition of the danger- 
US indulgence, losing more and more of the 
nclination as well as the ability to withstand 
t, until at length, they cease to strusfg-lc, & 
-ield willingly and unresistingly to the cur- 
•ent that is hurryinir them to destruction :— 
vhilst Hell's caverns re-echo with the fierce 
aughter of exulting fiends, as they conteni- 
)!ate their victim speeding swiftly on to the 
onsnmniation of his dark and fearful destiny ! 


Jt would be trespassing too much upon your 


wt.ience, to enter into a minute analysis of 
he causes of this wide spreading evil. There 
s one however, deserving of notice, and 
vhich 1 must not pass : it is the needless mul- 
1 plication of taverns, or rather licensed fm>g- 
hops and Tippli'mr-houscs (for many of them 
.re no better.) in our land. 
Tt has been a 


ubject of astonishment to foreigners travel- 
ing through onr country, to witness the vast 
lumber of houses of this description, with 
which it abounds. Scarcely can you travel

stealth; or, if he has the hardihood to brave 
public sentiment, you may see the coward 
blush of conscious guilt, crimson his bloated 
visage. 
The drunkard is now regarded with 


loathing and disgust, as a monster too vile to 
be admitted within UK; purlieus of civilized 
society. 
So let it bo. IT he is so lost to 


shame and burdened in »uilt, as to be inac- 
cessible to the voice of reason, entreaty, and 
remonstrance, let him feel that there is a vin- 
dicatory principle in society, which will not 
be defied with impunity. 
Let him feel him- 


self, what he really is, a despised, isolated be- 
ing; an object of contempt and abhorrence; 
—a fit subject for the iiitprring finger of 
acorn lo point at. And now, in conclusion, 
let me. in the name of humanity, in the name 
of public order, the conservation of the gen- 
eral welfare, and everything that is or ought 
to be dear to you, make the appeal to one and 
all of you. no longer to content yourselves 
with remaining in a state of doubtful neutral- 
ity, which, whatever you may think, is not 
altogether devoid of guilt and responsibility; 
butlo come forward openly, manfully, & hun- 
estly. and contribute your aid and record your 
approbation of this noblesfof causes.
